A bomber force is a sort of xencral 
reserve and Is the most fiexible of 
all arms, When a land battle {s in 
progress its proper: function Is to 
attack the bnek nrens of the enemy’a 
army and hamper the moving up of 
relnforcement «and ‘munitions. , It 
can at a moment's notice be switched 
over to attack factories und indus- 
trial areas. It can help the ficet, .as 
the RAF. did when it raided 
Wilhelmshaven and badly damaged 
the Grof Spee, and ns the Germans 
tried to do when they raided the 
(Firth of Forth. 

Our own bomber force, alrendy 
strong, grows stronfer every day as 
the factories turn out more machines H 
and the training schools turn out | 
more crews. When the time: comes 
to use it It will be a very formidable 
string force, 


‘The German Air Force 


As for the Germans’: obstention 
from mass attacks on Britain ond 
France, one can only make conjec- ! 
tures. But it is remarkable that, 
whereas the German Navy has 
nbandoned all_the rules of civilised 
warfare, the German Air Force hos 
hitherto scrupulously respected them 
—since the end of the Pollsh cam-

Bird Shops 
Control | 


Must Now Be Licensed 
By Urban Council 


Rejulations controlling the mannge- 
ment of bird shop were promulgated’ 
in the Government Gazetie on Satur- 
day, The rules have been made 
under the Prevention of Cruelly to 
Animals Ordinance, 

Bird shops must in future be 
licensed by the Urban Council atvan 
annual fee of $5 and must not be 
bullt on any but the ground ‘floor of 
the premises. The restulations cover 
Ing the erection of bird shops la 
down that the ground surface shall 
be paved with six inches of conerete 
made impervious by asphalt and the 
walls shall bo surfaced to a helght of 
10 feet from the floor with cement 
mortar, Window space must be at 
least a tenth of the aren of the floor 
and half the window space shall be 
capuble of being opened, 

Coxes must have nn open barred 
front and must be of such a size os 
to enable the bird confined to stand 
erect or le down at full length. They 

-must also contain sufficient perches 
for the accommodation of all 
occupants and = must allow — the 
occupant to stretch its wings to the 
fullest extent. 

- Other reguiations stipulate that 
cages must be maintained clean and 
sanitary,

Deck-hand William Zimmerman, of 
London, who had just taken over the 
wheel; sald the explosion came from 
the bows. - 

The ship was badly damaged, but 
she was successfully benched, 

Her cargo was taken off, and she 
ts to be repalred and reflonted, ! 

Five Lascar seamen were injured 
an explosion in the Anchor 
Brocklebank ‘liner Marawart, near 
the Welsh const. 

‘Arabs and Lasears formed 
majority of the crew of 91.

‘As for the Germans’ abstention | 
from moss uttacks on Britain and 
France, one can ‘only make conjec- | 
|tures, But it is remarkable that, 
whereas the German Navy has 
abandoned all the vules of civilised 
warfare, the German Air Force has 
hitherto scrupulously respected them 
since the end of the Polish cam- 
puign,-—~apart from the dropping of 
nines by parachute. There have 
been no attempts:to bomb residentinl 
areas, nnd in the rafds on convoys 
the: bombs have almost certalnly 
been nimed at the naval escort ships 
—quite legitimate targets—and not 
at the merchantmen. : 

It “may be that the German 
authorities ate fully alive to the 
vulnerability of their country, The 
Ruhr, for instance, on which about 
60 per cent of Germun heavy indus- 
{ries are based, is very vulnerable;

mans have shrunk from provoking 
a great competition In bombing prace 
lee. 


Inferior Equipment 


. They may: conceivably also be 
restrained by tactical considerations. 
There is not-the least doubt that in 
both bombers. and fighters the Ger- 
man Air Force is less well equipped 
than the ‘RACE. . Taking bombers 
first, we have adopted the policy 
that bombers must be able to defend 
themselves, and, realising the dite 
ficulty of holding © machine-gun 
steady in the rush of air at the pre- 
sent speeds of alrcraft, we have 
fitted our bombers with gun turrets

They 
decided that bombers must rely on 
speed. und.__.cvasion,.. and they have 
been proved wrong, They cannot 
beat. off our. fighters, while our 
bombers have frequently driven off 
German fighters and have some- 
tinies shot them down. 

In fighters also we have a clear 
advantage, Our cight-gun fighters 
have been a great success, greater 
even than we had’ hoped. The Ger- 
man fighters have only four guns. 
Moreover, since the French cap- 
tured o Messerschmitt 109 and 
tested [It in mock combat ogainst 
their own machines we have learnt 
that it {s a bad acroplone. Both the 
Curtiss and the Morane proved thelr 
superiority to the Messerschmitt,. and 
we know that the Hurricane is better 
than either of the French fighters. 
All these considerations, may well 
give pause to Field Marshal Gocring. 

Of course designers are. busy on 
both sides. We must expect better 
German ' types to appear, but 
awe shall also have “better types to 
meet them. Finally, there is a djf- 
ference in the men. ‘There |s. con- 
scription for the German Alr Force, 
but none for the RAF. .
